Will the Well Run Dry? 


“Can I keep it up?” Probably more 
Christian workers than would be will- 
ing to admit it have been tempted to 
ask this question. But the question is 
wrong, for no believer is left to him- 
self, much less one who is in God’s serv- 
ice. How must Elijah have felt when, 
at God’s word, he hid himself by the 
brook Cherith, got his daily water supply 


from the brook, and then “it came to 
pass after a while, that the brook dried 
up”? (1 Kings 17:3-7.) But at once God 
had another word of guidance for him, 
and the lesson he learned helped him 
to say, with conviction, to the poor 
widow of Zarephath, “Fear not ... for 
thus saith the Lord God of Israel, “The 
barrel of meal shall not waste, neither 
shall the cruse of oil fail...” When 
it seems that we have come to the end 
of our resources, that we can go no fur- 
ther, that we have nothing more to 
preach or teach or write, and the daily 
drudgery, with the same tasks and faces, 
is just becoming too much for our minds 
and nerves, it is a comfort to turn to 
that fine couplet of verses in 2 Corin- 
thians. The references are not hard 
to remember, for the figures are just 
reversed: 8:9 and 9:8. The context is 
about giving, beginning with the poor 
but generous Macedonians. But it 
branches out, like the rivulets of a cold 
spring, to water every need of our dry 
and thirsty souls. First: “For ye know 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
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though he was rich, yet for your sakes 
he became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich.” The abundant 
supply begins with the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who redeemed us, so that we may say 
with the Psalmist, “All my springs are 
in thee” (87:7). And, though we may 
not know how to draw upon or apply 
His grace to every circumstance, yet 
“God is able.” See what an overflowing 
verse it is with its seven “a’s”: “able, 
all, abound, always, all, all, abound.” 
Here is the seven of divine completeness; 
and as if that were not enough, and to 
make sure of a new beginning, “every” 
is added. What possible need can a 
Christian worker have—if he is in the 
will of the Lord—that is not met by this 
pure, clear, abundant, divine spring? 
Here is the enlargement of the stream, 
wide and deep enough for all, which the 
Lord Jesus promised when He said, “But 
whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give him shall be 
in him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life” (John 4:14),

O Lord, thou art our God; let not 
man prevail against thee” (2 
Chron. 14:11). 




















Naturally we are unthankful, and this 
sin is listed in Romans 1:21 with many 
others committed by outrageous sinners, 
so that the Christian needs to be taught 
to be thankful for all things and also 
to teach his children to be thankful. 

Moreover, of the characteristics 
of this evil day in which we are living 
—the last days of this age of grace—is 
this sin of unthankfulness, according to 
2 Timothy 3:1-3, which in part reads 
as follows: “This know also, that in 
the last days perilous times shall come. 
For men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
disobedient to parents, un- 
unholy, without natural affec-

Not so with the born-again Christian, 
for he is taught “in every thing give

thanks: for this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus concerning you” (1 Thess. 
5:18). Let us adopt this as our motto 


for 1952, and begin to practice it now! 
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“I will bless the Lord at all times: 
his praise shall continually be in my 
mouth” (Psa, 34:1). These were the 
words written by King David, and they 
account very largely for the fact that he 
was “a man after God’s own heart.” 
The Apostle Paul wrote, “Rejoice in the 
Lord alway: and again I say, Rejoice” 
(Phil. 4:4); and this no doubt enabled 
him to “endure hardness, as a good sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ.” We find him and 
his companion, Silas, putting this into 
practice in the Philippian jail, and the 
doors swung open (Acts 16:25, 26). No 
doubt these men received their inspira- 
tion from reading the story of how 
Joshua and his soldiers marched around 
Jericho and when they shouted, the walls 
came tumbling down. 

“Be ye thankful” (Col. 3:15), and be- 
ware of unthankfulness of which so 
many are guilty. Some years ago, when 
I was conducting evangelistic meetings 
in Ontario, a businessman told me that 
one of the greatest rebukes he ever re- 
_ceived was by an Indian farmer who 
had come to town and invited him to 
eat dinner with him at a hotel. As soon 
as they sat down at the table, this busi- 
nessman began to eat, but the Indian 
bowed his head and gave thanks for 
the food. Presently the Indian said to 
the businessman in a gruff tone of voice, 
“Do you know what a man reminds me 
of who sits down at the table and eats 
the food that God gives him without 
thanking God for it?” 

“No,” said the businessman, for he 
did not care to talk about such matters. 

“Well,” continued the Indian, “the 
man who sits down at the table and eats 
the food that God gives him without 
thanking God for it reminds me a good 
deal of the hog under the chestnut tree 
eating the chestnuts, and he doesn’t even 
look up to see where the chestnuts are 
coming from.” 

This made the businessman quite an- 
gry, but he told me that it convicted 
him of the awful sin of ingratitude and 
led him to repentance and salvation 
through the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Too often we forget that “every good 
gift and every perfect gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variableness, 
neither shadow of turning” (Jas. 1:17), 
and therefore do not give thanks to God 
for His unspeakable Gift (2 Cor. 9:15), 
nor for every good and perfect gift 
which we receive continually day by. day 
and yet do not appreciate. Statistics 
show that the world is continually 
within six months of starvation, for if 
the entire food supplies were equally 
divided among the world’s population 
and consumed, the world would be dead 
in a very short time if God did not send 
a new supply through the natural re- 
production by nature, the handiwork of 
God. We depend upon the living God 
for every morsel of food we eat, for 
every drop of water we drink, and for 
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évery breath of air we draw, and yet 
how ungrateful we are to God the giver; 
as one of our leading poets has said, 
“Blow, blow; ye winter winds, thou art 
not so unkind as man’s ingratitude.” 

Let us live continually on Thanksgiv- 
ing Boulevard and praise the Lord for 
all His temporal and spiritual benefits. 
The more we thank Him for what we 
receive from His hands, the more will 
He delight to give. 

A beloved friend of mine and a fel- 
low helper in the Gospel tells how he 
secured his violin. When he was in his 
teens he greatly desired a violin and a 
watch. His father knew cf these de- 
sires and at Christmas gave him a watch, 
but not a violin. My friend was quite 
disappointed in not receiving the violin, 
but he was greatly pleased with his 
watch, and wherever he went he showed 
it with much pride and then told what 
a good father he had to give him that 
watch. His father saw how grateful he 
was for the watch and above all how 
he recognized his father as the giver 
and told of his father’s kindness. This 
so pleased the father that in a short 
time the father gave him a violin also.

Beware of Marriage 


With a Mere “Professor” 


A neighbor of mine, in a written 
statement to me, claims to be a “Chris- 
tian.” 

He is a single man, a veteran of 
World War II and he has tcld us that 
since the war he has not attended 
any church services; and he most cer- 
tainly gives no support of any kind 
to any church work. He is the heavi- 
est cigarette smoker I know around 
here, smcking very constantly. He 
apparently makes no attempt to rest 
from his labor any day of the week. 
And it may also be mentioned that I 
hardly know of anyone more slovenly 
than he in his appearance and dress, 
and he also goes dressed the same all 
days of the week. 

Now, a question is this: Is such a 
man justified in claiming to be a Chris- 
tian, and is it our duty to believe him 
unreservedly in this his claim? Does he 
not live more like a heathen? 

One reason I write this is that I 
have an unmarried daughter of twen- 
ty-three who attends and _ supports 
church; and this man, surely some 
fifteen years her senior, has been try- 
ing to gain her affections. And though 
my daughter has not talked with him 
very much and has never been in his 
company going anywhere; still, not 
long ago, he wrote her a letter 

: and then ending up the letter 
by saying, “But I wish you were my 
wife.” 

I have been a subscriber to THE Sun- 
DAY SCHOOL TIMEs for many years and 
consider it very reliable and true to 
God’s Word.—A California reader, 
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The Editor replied as follows: 

“The man you described in your re- 
cent letter certainly does not give much 
evidence of being a Christian, and a 
good deal to the contrary. ... 

“We cannot always tell whether or 
not another person is a Christian, for 
we cannot read men’s hearts. There 
are some borderline cases which we 
simply have to leave to God’s righteous 
judgment. We can say that some peo- 
ple are Christians without question, and 
it is clear in some other cases that they 
are not. But I think if you have an op- 
portunity to question your neighbor 
more closely, along Scriptural lines, you 
could soon show that he is not a Chris- 
tian. For instance, you could ask him 
on what he is depending for his hope of 
Heaven. He may say, as many do, that 
he is ‘as good as the next man,’ that he 
‘doesn’t do any harm to his neighbors,’ 
that ‘of course we are all sinners,’ and 
he will ‘trust God to be fair.’ If he 
shows any evidence of trusting in his 
own rightecusness, then he does not 
understand the Gospel. A Christian is 
one who is truly born again through 
faith in the shed blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and who has no confidence at all 
in his own righteousness. Moreover, a 
truly saved man will give some evi- 
dence of his new li*e, and will try to 
please the Lord. Christians like to be 
in the company of other Christians, and 
find it a jov to attend Sunday school and 
church services. 

“As a Christian father, you have a 
perfect right not to trust your daughter 
with a man who has written to her as 
this man has. I think, too, that the 
difference in their ages is an argument 
against their marriage, for as a general 
rule it is much better when husband and 
wife are clese together in age. I hope 
your daughter will not be infatuated 
with this man. If she is a real Christian, 
she must realize that God’s Word for- 
bids: being unequally yoked together 
with an unbeliever. This is clearly set 
forth in 2 Corinthians 6:14-18. To obey 
God sometimes causes temporary heart- 
ache, because of the weaknesses of our 
human nature, but it is always best in 
the long run and brings greater happi- 
ness to us.” 

It is not always our duty to believe 
unreservedly those who profess to be 
Christians. God has given us the power 
of reason and a certain amount of insight 
into others’ character, which is greatly 
strengthened when our minds are quick- 
ened by His Spirit. But we must not 
judge hastily or harshly and remember 
always that our judgment is exceedingly 
limited and fallible. We are to be “wise 
as serpents, and harmless as doves” 
(Matt. 10:16). The Apostle John, by in- 
spiration, in his old age, gave us this 
warning, “Beloved, believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits whether they 
are of God: because many false prophets

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A Thanksgiving Meditation 


Five reasons for praising God 





“Forget not all his benefits” (Psa. 
103: 2). 


TRAVELER was wending his 
A way through a forest when he 

came upon a patch of little blue 
flowers. Struck by their appearance and 
beauty, he stooped to look at them more 
intently. He was surprised when the 
little blue flowers began to speak to him, 
They told him that if he would pick up 
some of them and carry them with him 
they would lead him to some hidden 
treasure. Eagerly he picked some of the 
flowers, and went on his way. In time 
he emerged from the forest, and then 
straight before him a door opened, dis- 
closing a cave. The little blue flowers 
told him that in the cave was the hid- 
den treasure. The traveler threw the 
flowers to the ground, and ran toward 
the cave. But the door closed before 
his eyes, and he knew no way to open 
it. He had forgotten to say “Thank 
you” to the little blue flowers. And 
today we call those flowers, “Forget-me- 
nots.” 

The man in the parable forgot to say 
“Thank you.” The parable has a mes- 
sage for us. The man was unthankful 
because he was unthoughtful. Do you 
know that the word “thank” is rooted 
in the word “think”? If we were more 
thoughtful, we should be more thankful. 

Now the writer of Psalm 103 did not 
wish to be thankless, so he speaks to 
his soul, and says, “Forget not all his 
benefits.” This Psalm ranks among the 
great thanksgiving Psalms of the Bible. 
The first five verses are personal, and 
furnish the writer the essential things 
he wishes his soul to remember. The 
best of earthly blessings are insignifi- 
cant in comparison. At Thanksgiving 
time we are apt to think of our tem- 
poral blessings. Shall we not at this 
time think of the spiritual ones? 

The Psalmist names the benefits done 
to his soul. There are five, and together 
they constitute the summum bonum of 
life: “Who forgiveth,” “Who healeth.” 
“Who redeemeth,” “Who crowneth,” “Who 
satisfieth.” In the Hebrew original each 
word is present participle, implying a 
continuous blessing, and a constant en- 
joyment of the blessing named. Also 
in the Hebrew original the definite ar- 
ticle begins each word describing the 
benefits mentioned, thus making the 
Lord closely associated with the blessing 
bestowed. 

I, FORGIVENESS 

“Who forgiveth all thine iniquities.” 
This is the foundation benefit, and the 
ground of all the others mentioned. It 
is the first need of the soul. Forgive- 
ness is grounded in the atonement of 


Many a believer has found his heart 
warmed and cheered as he read 
slowly through and thought about 
one of the many Psalms of praise. 
Dr. Petrie, a teacher at the Simpson 
Bible Institute in Seattle, here ex- 
pounds the first few verses of one of 
the finest of such Psalms, the 103rd. 
He brings out several interesting side 
lights from his knowledge of He- 
brew, and the contemplation of the 
God-given benefits here set forth 
should kindle new love and praise 
in our hearts. 








Christ. The doctrine of forgiveness is 
given in Leviticus 4 and 5. There we 
read for the first time in Scripture the 
soul-stirring words, “And it shall be 
forgiven him”; and this only after the 
appointed sacrifice had been brought 
and its blood shed (Lev. 4:20, 26, 31, 35: 
5:10, 13, 16, 18). When our Lord Jesus 
Christ became our Sin-offering, the first 
word He spoke from the cross was, 
“Father, forgive them” (Luke 23:34). 
What a blessing the forgiveness of God is! 
What a blessing came to the soul of the 
paralytic when the Lord said to him, 
“Thy sins are forgiven”! (Matt. 9:2, R.V.) 
What peace came to the woman that 
was a “sinner” when the Lord said to 
her, “Thy sins are forgiven”! (Luke 
7:48.) John Lord says of Martin Luther 
that before he found forgiveness “he 
felt the agonies of an unforgiven soul 
in quest of peace with God.” When 
Archibald Brown of London first found 
forgiveness, he threw his cap high into 
the air out of sheer joy. 

“Who forgiveth all thine iniquities.” 
The Hebrew word salach used here is 
“a term of great importance, because it 
is reserved especially to mark the par- 
don extended to the sinner by God, and 
is never used to denote that inferior 
kind and measure of forgiveness which 
is exercised by one man toward another” 
(Girdlestone). The primary idea of the 
word is that of “lightness, lifting up” 
(Gesenius). It expressed the ease of 
soul that comes after forgiveness, for 
the burden is gone. In the “Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” it was when Christian saw 
the cross of Christ that “he was glad and 
lightsome.” And then a “Shining One” 
said to him, “Thy sins be forgiven thee.” 

Reader! Have you the blessing of the 
divine forgiveness? Then bless God 
for it. 

II. HEALING 

“Who healeth all thy diseases.” This 
benefit follows forgiveness. The for- 
given soul has much yet to receive; it 
has many needs. This is set forth in the 
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example of the paralytic. He was first 
forgiven, then healed. The soul, after 
receiving forgiveness, needs sanctifica- 
tion. That is the teaching of Romans 
6. After the forgiveness of chapter 5, 
the soul must take the sanctification of 
chapter 6. The Lord Jesus is the Healer 
of our soul’s diseases. It is by His Word 
He heals our soul’s diseases. “He sent 
his word, and healed them” (Psa. 107: 
20). What a medicine His Word is to 
our souls! What healing properties it 
contains for our souls! “Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth” 
(John 17:17). 

Soul health! What a benefit that is! 
It follows forgiveness. “Restoration to 
pristine felicity depends on remission 
of sins” (Gesenius). David expressed 
the blessedness of the man “whose trans- 
gression is forgiven”; but he went on to 
state the blessedness of the man “in 
whose spirit there is no guile” (Psa. 32: 
1, 2). May we know the Lord as the 
present Healer of our soul’s diseases. 
And for this benefit, let us give Him 
continual thanksgiving. 


III. REDEEMING 


“Who redeemeth thy life from destruc- 
tion.” This was another benefit that 
David meant not to forget. He remem- 
bers that in the Lord he has One who 
constantly and continually takes care of 
him. He uses a name for his Benefactor 
that is one of the most meaningful in 
all the Scriptures. It is the name, “The 
Goel,” “The Redeemer.” The first time 
this name is used in all the Scriptures 
is when Jacob says, “The Angel which 
redeemed me from all evil, bless the 
lads” (Gen, 48:16). It is exactly the 
same form of the word as used by David 
in Psalm 103:4, and in both places it 
means the care of God over His re- 
deemed one. In calling the Lord by this 
name, “Jacob recognized a Divine Pres- 
ence which constantly guarded him, and 
was ever his Redeemer and Saviour” 
(Ellicott’s Commentary). It is the same 
word used by Job of old when he said, 
“I know that my redeemer liveth” (Job 
19:25). And while that meant to him 
a future manifestation on earth of the 
Messiah, yet it had a present message 
to him concerning his trial. It meant 
to Job then “that there was a living God 
who could and would take his part, and 
extricate him from all difficulties” (Gir- 
dlestone). 

Since the word used by David is a 
present participle, it may take into ac- 
count the many deliverances he experi- 
enced in his wars &gainst the enemies 
of the Lord during much of his reign. 
He now remembers most gratefully the 
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care, watchfulness, and guardianship of 
his great Redeemer. 

“Who redeemeth thy life from destruc- 
tion.” Praise God! He, our Redeemer, 
makes us His special and constant care. 
Let us thank Him for that benefit. 


IV. CROWNING 

“Who crowneth thee with lovingkind- 
ness and tender mercies.” The word 
means to surround as a crown surrounds 
the head. The statement is “drawn from 
the common custom of wearing wreaths 
and garlands on festive occasions.” So 
the Lord encompasses us in His love 
and tender mercies. He does this to us 
as a Father. The same word is used 
in verse 13, which is translated by Adam 
Clarke in this way: “As the tender com- 
passions of a father towards children: 
so are the tender compassions of Jeho- 
vah towards them that fear Him.” Such 
a benefit as this David would not let his 
soul forget. Andrew Bonar tells of a 
Scottish woman who was “led to Christ 
and to rest, on hearing this Psalm,” be- 
cause it contains so much of God’s mer- 
cies. Before departing this life she 
asked that this Psalm be read to her, 
testifying, “It was in receiving it that 
my troubled soul first tasted God’s 
mercy, which is sweeter to me than if 
all the kingdoms of the earth were 
given me to possess.” 

So great are the Lord’s tender affec- 
tions toward us that the Holy Spirit 
caused an entire Psalm to be written on 


them. And that Psalm will always keep 
before us the “lovingkindness” of the 
Lord (Psa. 136, R.V.). Let us remem- 


ber to thank God, who constantly en- 
compasses us and surrounds us with 
“lovingkindness and tender mercies.” 
V. SATISFACTION 

“Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
‘ thy youth is renewed like the 
eagle’s.” The fifth benefit the psalmist 
will not forget is the satisfaction the 
Lord alone gives. The world has noth- 
ing to satisfy the spiritual man—not the 
world of 1 John 2:15, 16. King Solo- 
mon was permitted to try out to the 
uttermost all that was in the world, all 
that the world had to offer. He tells 
us about it in his book, Ecclesiastes, and 
especially in chapter 2. He found that 
nothing satisfied; he found it all “vanity 
and vexation of spirit” (2:26). God 
alone “satisfieth the longing soul, and 
filleth the hungry soul with goodness” 
(Psa. 107:9). 

“Who satisfieth thy mouth with good.” 


The most common word for “mouth” 
(peh) is not the Hebrew word used 
here. It is a rare word in this place 
(adah). It signifies adornment, to deck 


out, to decorate, to make attractive; and 
since the word is connected with “youth” 
in the second half ,of the verse, the most 
probable meaning of the whole of verse 
5 is that God so satisfies the life that 
though age may come upon the body, 
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the spirit is kept youthful and attractive 
and sweet in God. A good translation 
of verse 5, and quite in keeping with 
the Hebrew idiom, is, “Who satisfieth 
thine age with good, so that thy youth 
renews itself like the eagle” (Ellicott’s 
Commentary). 


There is a wonderful illustration of the 
whole of verse 5 in old Abraham. We 
read that he “died in a good old age, 
an old man, and full” (Gen. 25:8). It 
will interest the reader to know that 
the words “of years” are not in the orig- 
inal, and that the word “full” is exactly 
the same word as the word “satisfied” of 
Psalm 103:5. So that it may well read 
that Abraham “died in a good old age, 
an old man, and satisfied.” He was Sat- 
isfied with life, the life he had lived 
with God, and no doubt he was a sweet 
and an attractive old man. Thank God 
He gives us satisfaction, so that we may 
truly sing: 

Now, none but Christ can satisfy, 

None other name for me; 
There's love, and life, and lasting joy, 
Lord Jesus, found in Thee. 

Shall we not remember this Psalm, 
and recollect the “benefits” mentioned 
in it, and be thankful? 

A parable tells us that two angels, 


Ill. The Trial of Faith 


Guarded by God's 


HE believer’s inheritance is where 

no demon power can imperil it, but 
the believer himself is still in the en- 
emy’s country. The inheritance is as- 
sured, but the journey thither may be 
beset by manifold temptations. The 
child of God is pledged a safe arrival in 
Heaven by the word which we have 
chosen for our contemplation, “Kept by 
the power of God through faith unto 


salvation ready to be revealed in the 
last time” (1 Pet. 1:5). 
The storm-tossed mariner does not 


doubt his welcome home, but he may 
have fears as to surviving the storm. 
Even so, Satan has so harassed and dis- 
tressed the redeemed of the Lord, that 
doubts and fears have filled their hearts 
as to whether they would ever reach 
the shores of bliss. 


THE GUARANTEE IN THE SIGNIFICANT TERM 
“KEPT” 


The Apostle Peter used a military 
term, such as describes a city under 
siege. It is a word that vividly pictures 
the Town of Mansoul, as Bunyan speaks 
of it, under assault, and exactly cor- 
responds to the experience of believers. 
The word used in the original is from 
the verb “phroureo.” and may be trans- 
lated “garrisoned,” or, as it is in the 
Revised Version, “guarded.” The mean- 
ing, “to protect by a military guard,” 
seems to suggest the angels as minister- 
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each carrying a basket, were sent from 
Heaven to earth. One was to gather 
up the petitions of the Lord’s people, 
and the other was to gather up» the 
thanksgivings. In a short time the ange] 
with the basket of petitions was back 
to Heaven, his basket full. The ange] 
with the basket for the thanksgivings 
of the Lord’s people went everywhere, 
gathering up a praise here and a praise 
there. At last he returned to Heaven, 
his basket half full! 

“Bless the Lord, O my soul, and FOR- 
GET NOT ALL HIS BENEFITS.” 

This great thanksgiving Psalm was 
once used on a memorable occasion by 


Gustavus Adolphus, King of Sweden. 
After winning the battle of Leipzig 
(1631), which brought about religious 


freedom for all of Germany, he entered 
Augsburg, and went straight to church. 
and had it sung in the German language. 
He found the words of Psalm 103 most 
appropriate for the thanksgiving that 
was in his soul. 

Let us bless and thank the Lord who 
in this Psalm is revealed to us, following 
the Hebrew original, as the forgiving 
one, the healing one, the redeeming one. 
the crowning one, and the satisfying one,

This reminds us of the Biblical illus- 
tration, when the servant of Elisha saw 
the hosts of the king of Syria surround- 
ing the city of Dothan, and cried, “Alas, 
my master! how shall we do?” Then 
came the reassurance of the man of 
God, “And he answered, Fear not: for 
they that be with us are mcre than they 
that be with them. And Elisha prayed, 
and said, Lord, I pray thee, open his 
eyes, that he may see. And the Lord 
opened the eyes of the young man: and 
he saw: and, behold, the mountain was 
full of horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha” (2 Kings 6:15-17). That 
is the thought here, viz., God is guard- 
ing His own.

(Thayer). All Heaven is pitted against 
the great invader cf our souls. even the 
Devil, who, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may devour. 
No Christian has sought a closer walk

with God but what, at times, he has 
been conscious of this hostile invasion 
of his thoughts and feelings, until it 
seemed as though a little bit of hell had 
gained entrance to his soul. 

“Shall guard your hearts.” Our 
Heavenly Father’s pledge to the weakest 
of His children is that he is guarded, 
is kept, by the Lord God Almighty, and 
remains absolutely safe while he keeps 
within the sanctuary of keeping grace. 
In this safe sanctuary the believer can 
abide for holy communion with his Lord, 
God, in His precious Word, has done 
everything to encourage His people. To 
this end, He shows them as sheltered 
and guarded in Christ, “And then the 
peace of God, which transcends all our 
powers of thought, will be a garrison 
to guard your hearts and minds in union 
with Christ Jesus” (Phil.

So that 
the believer is being guarded night and 
day. The enemy, though ever near, is 
a chained foe: and He that watches over 
us is the ever-vigilant God. Our Lord 
warned us against the thief who comes 
to steal, to kill, and to destroy. The 
Satanic purpose is to spoil us of our 
riches in Christ, to entangle us in the 
affairs of this life, and ensnare us by 
the lusts of the flesh, so as to take 
our eyes and our affections from our 
Lord and our inheritance, and leave us 
joyless and powerless Archbishop 
Leighton observed, “The richer the es- 
tate is, it will the more kindle the malice 
and diligence of their enemies, to de- 
prive them of it, and to cut them short 
of possessing it.” To prevent such spir- 
itual catastrophe, our Lord would have 
us commit and yield ourselves to His 
keeping grace.

THE “KEEPING” BELIEVERS CAN RECKON ON 

Many believers miss the comfort of 
salvation because they have failed to 
consider all that is implied in salvation.

By the power of God, or, rather in 
the power of God. This is added em- 
phasis that the believer is garrisoned in 
the power of God, It is the same thought 
as expressed by the Apostle Paul. When 
the Lord assured him, “My grace is suf- 
ficient for thee: for my strength is made 
perfect in weakness,” the apostle re- 
sponded, “Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my weaknesses, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me [or, 
cover me, Gr., spread a tabernacle over

Archbishop Leighton says, “When we 
consider how weak we are in ourselves 

. and how assaulted, we wonder, and 
justly we may, that any can continue 
one day in the state of grace.” Then 
he adds, “The supreme power of God, 
is that on which depends our stability 


and perseverance.” The power which 
stilled the stormy sea can create calm 
in any heart. Our Lord, who demon- 


strated His power over demon spirits, is 
willing to exercise the same power for 
victory in our lives. 
THE BELIEVER’S RESPONSIBILITY 

The believer has not only a reserved 
inheritance in Heaven, but he himself 
is reserved for the inheritance. How- 
ever, neither divine foreknowledge nor 
divine sovereignty releases us from per- 
sonal responsibility. Our Scripture tells 
us we are kept by the power of God 
through faith. A concise statement of 
the case is this: Kept in the power of 
God—the efficient cause; unto salvation 
—the eternal result; through faith—the 
secondary agency (Vincent). Faith re- 
ceives and appropriates that which God 
supplies. God’s power does all; faith 
believes all. And so faith “taps the res- 
ervoirs of omnipotence,” and the power 
of God surges through man’s weakness, 


and the weak are made strong. The 
weakest within the fortress cf God’s 
power is as safe as the strongest. “This 


is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith” (1 John 5:4). 


THE BELIEVER’s DELIGHT— 
MAGNIFYING THE POWER OF Gop 

Our God holds out to the child of God 
the joy and privilege of being a living 
example of what the grace of God makes 
possible in human hearts and lives. The 
glory of Christian living is that we show 
forth the praises of Him who hath called 
us out of darkness into His marvelous 
light. So, while we are traveling toward 
the Celestial City, we see ourselves as 
subject of an eternal election, an eternal 
redemption, an eternal security, and an 
eternal inheritance.

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How To Keep a Wet Subject From Becoming Dry 


Using your flannelgraph or blackboard to make temperance teaching interesting 


NCE I heard a woman say, “I’m not 
going to Sunday school today be- 
cause I notice in the quarterly that we 
are going to have another one of those 
dry old temperance lessons.” I puzzled 
over that statement. Why should a wet 
subject like liquor be dry? Temperance 
lessons can become interesting, if illus- 
trated by flannelgraph or by blackboard, 
I have a lesson that I call, “A Trip 
on ‘Good Sport’ Train,” that is very easy 
to make. Cut some signposts in the 
shape of a “T” from white Bristol board, 
(I have a board covered with black flan- 
nel. If your board is white flannel, make 
the signposts from black paper.) Make 
a point on the left end of each sign 
to indicate direction. Letter the follow- 
ing stations: Sippington, Deceivers’ Den, 
Pit Falls, Woeland, Riot Pass, Idiot Flats, 
Drunkard’s Curve, Beggarsville, Delirium 
Valley. (Be sure you turn the sign in 
the proper direction before you start 
lettering.) If you have a piece of green 
construction paper, make some grass to 
put at the base of each post. This can 
easily be made from a small oblong 
piece, by cutting it deeply and sharply 
on the top side with the scissors to simu- 
late blades of grass. Paste a small strip 
of sandpaper on the back of each post. 
(If you use rubber cement, the posts 
will not warp.) 

I made the road by placing a piece of 
white yarn on the board in the shape 
of a serpent. (Do not have the road go- 
ing up and down. Make certain that it 
is always going down.) Start the les- 
son with only the white yarn on your 
board. Place the stations upon the board 
as you give the lesson. 

The starting point is Sippington, the 
sign for which is placed in the upper 
left hand corner. Others follow in the 
order named above. (Make sure that 
Drunkards’ Curve is on the last curve.) 
The following is a suggested story with 
appropriate Scriptures: 

A certain man saw an ad that appeared 
like this: 

See the country 
on the 
Fast “Good Sport” Train 
Tickets Sold at All Liquor Stores 


This man decided to take the trip, and 
now let us see where the bus took him. 

One person will say to another, “Just 
take one little sip, it won’t hurt you.” 
Surely just to moisten your tongue with 
liquor will harm no one! Just one little 
sip. This is the starting point and the 
Liquor Bus has taken a passenger aboard 
at Sippington, (Each time you announce 
a station, place that signpost on the flan- 
nelgraph board.) The person who in- 
vited the individual to take his first 
drink is not interested in the final out- 
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come, just “eat and drink saith he to 
thee; but his heart is not with thee” 

(Prov. 23:7). 

We are told that wine will not hurt 
you—might even be good for you. Any- 
one who listens to that story has entered 
the station of Deceivers’ Den. The Bible 
Says, “Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise” (Prov. 20:1). 

When a person has taken a little wine, 
he gets so he likes it. He is then tempted 
to drink a little more and more. When 
spirits depress him, he is inclined to 
indulge more and more. He is now en- 
tering the town of Pit Falls. God’s Word 
says, “Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his color 
in the cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a serpent, and 
stingeth like an adder” (Prov. 23:31, 32), 

Friends caution our traveler against 
drinking so much. They warn him that 
he may lose his job, family, and the like. 
They show him the terrible outcome. 
This man has now entered the station 
called Woeland. “Woe unto them that 
are mighty to drink wine, and men of 
strength to mingle strong drink” (Isa. 
§:22). 

The man quarrels with his friends, his 
wife, and family. It is one grand riot 
when this man now drinks liquor, for 
he cannot control himself. He is now 
passing Riot Pass. “Let us walk hon- 
estly, as in the day; not in rioting and 
drunkenness, not in chambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and envying” 
(Rom, 13:13). 

Because of his much drinking he now 
beholds strange things. His eyes are 
deceiving him. He is now approaching 
Idiot Flats. “Thine eyes shall behold 
strange women, and thine heart shall 
utter perverse things” (Prov. 23:33), 

The man is now a habitual drinker, 
and many times he is a drunkard. He 
cannot leave liquor alone. He has now 
entered the place of Drunkards’ Curve. 
“And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess” (Eph. 5:18). 

A drunkard spends his money for 
liquor and now his family go without 
food and clothing. He has now entered 
Beggarsville. “For the drunkard and the 
glutton shall come to poverty: and 
drowsiness shall clothe a man with rags” 
(Prov. 23:21). 

The man stays drunk for days and is 
in a delirium, and thus he has entered 
Delirium Valley. “Let him drink, and 
forget his poverty, and remember his 
misery no more” (Prov. 31:7). 

The Bible suggests many other stations 
that can be used. Here are some of 
them: Tippleton (Isa. 5:11), Hanker- 
ville (Prov, 23:30), Maniacland (Prov. 
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23:35), Rowdy Valley (Prov. 23:20), 
Quarrelton (1 Pet. 4:3), Errortown (Isa. 
28:7). 

This is only one simple lesson that 
may prove useful. May I suggest others? 
I have one I call the “Temperance Tree” 
One day I found an old geography in 
our garage, from which I cut a hemi- 
sphere (preferably the one in which we 
live). I folded the top down and made 
it look like a pot from which a plant 
could grow. I made a small tree from 
green flannel and some roots from brown 
flannel. The roots were covered by the 
pot. I made small paper apples on 
which I lettered the evil effects of liquor, 
such as poverty, broken homes, and the 
like, one on each apple. As I gave the 
lesson I put the apples on the tree, one 
at a time. When I finished I lifted the 
side of the pot to show that the roots 
of the liquor trade were in our own 
hemisphere. 

I have another illustration which I 
call, “The good use of alcohol.” From 
a mail order catalogue I cut pictures of 
a number of useful things that contained 
alcohol. <A _ bottle of rubbing alcoho] 
illustrated alcohol’s usefulness in the 
sick room. A hypo needle illustrated 
the need for something with which to 
sterilize the needle. Perfume, hair tonic, 
and the like, were used. A book given 
to me by the W.C.T.U. contained many 
good uses of alcohol. I placed these pic- 
tures one at a time in a circle on the 
board, leaving the center vacant. When 
I had these on the board, I said, “With 
all these good uses of alcohol, why do 
people do this?” In the center, I placed 
an illustration of a drunken driver be- 
hind the steering wheel. It was a pa- 
thetic looking picture and very forceful. 

The illustrations drawn by Mr. Russell 
in THe SuNDAY ScHoot TIMEs are useful. 
The Temperance Tree, just suggested, 
came as the result of looking hard and 
long at Mr. Russell’s illustration in the 
issue of September 26, 1948. In the Octo- 
ber 9, 1948, issue, was a cartoon of the 
American dollar sign crushing a man like 
a viper. I made the dollar sign to rep- 
resent the money America spends for 
liquor. The man represented the Amer- 
ican population. I showed how the 
liquor sin affects all ‘the people—how 
mothers and fathers grieved for drink- 
ing children, wives and children suffered 
because of drinking husbands and 
fathers, and so on. 

When I find useful illustrations I cut 
them out and place them in an envelope. 
A sketch drawn by Mr. Pace in THE SuN- 
pAY ScHooL Times of May 10, 1947, is still 
in my file to be used soon. Your own 
Sunday school quarterly may have illus- 

trations in it that will give ideas for 
temperance lessons. The W.C.T.U. has a 
wealth of material that they will glacly 
send to Sunday school teachers. So let's 
not let the liquor question become a dry 
subject, for we need to fight hard.

Digging at Dothan 


An archaeological excavation to be sponsored by The Sunday School Times 
under the direction of Dr. Joseph P. Free, Archaeological Editor 
and Professor of Archaeology at Wheaton College 


LANS have been laid to have an 

archaeological excavation in Palestine 
next spring (1952). It will be sponsored 
by THe SuNnpAy ScHoo.t TIMEs and will 
be directed by Dr. Joseph P. Free, as- 
sisted by a staff which will include a 
Palestinian field archaeologist as con- 
sulting technician. 

In February, 1951, Dr. and Mrs, Free 
took a Bible Lands Cruise group to Pal- 
estine, and after the tour was completed 
there, the Frees stayed in Palestine an- 
other eight weeks to lay plans for the 
TIMES excavation next spring. During 
this time they also took part in an ex- 
cavation conducted by the American 
School of Oriental Research, 

Dr. and Mrs. Free, accompanied by 
one of the prominent field archaeologists 
of Palestine, made a surface examination 
of the buried city of Dothan, in North- 
ern Palestine, and have chosen this as 
the site for next year’s excavation. The 
city dates back probably to 1500 B.C., 
or possibly earlier, and continued down 
past New Testament times. This means 
that the various levels of the city would 
parallel the days of Joshua (1400 B.C.), 
the period of the Judges (c, 1375-1025 
B.C.), the time of David and Solomon 
(c. 1010-931 B.C.), the period of the 
Kingdoms of Israel and Judah (931-586 
B.C.), the time of the Exile and return 
(586-400 B.C.), and also intertestamental 
and New Testament periods. Archaeolog- 
ical light on any and possibly all of these 
periods may be fourid at Dothan. Since 
Dothan has never been touched, it will 
undoubtedly disclose certain aspects of 
pottery chronology in Palestine, which 
is vital in dating the levels of ancient 
buried cities. Often the clarification of 
some phase of this dating method will 
make meaningful another’ discovery 
made in the past, or even some discov- 
ery of the future. Dothan will undoubt- 
edly add definite information to the 


store of knowledge concerning pottery 
chronology, and in turn help solve Bib- 
lical problems and illuminate Biblical 
events. There is every reason to expect 
that it will also add much to the over-all 
picture of Palestinian archaeolegy. But 
of course just what specific finds will be 
made cannot be predicted with certainty. 
It is known that Dothan parallels a long 
period of Old Testament history, and 
that it is in the neighborhood of Me- 
giddo, Taanach, and other Biblical sites. 

Dr. and Mrs. Free are planning to con- 
duct another Bible Lands tour, previous 
to the excavation, which will leave New 
York on February 20. 

It is right and proper that the largest 
gifts of Christian people should be made 
to foreign missions and various means of 
spreading the Gospel in the homeland. 
But it is also reasonable that some money 
should be expended to help Bible-be- 
lieving scholars carry on careful archae- 
ological excavations in Bible Lands to 
the end that further light may be shed 
on the historical accuracy of the Bible. 
Archaeological discoveries have corrobo- 
rated the Bible at numerous points, dis- 
crediting critical theories and strength- 
ening the faith of believers. Doubtless 
many TIMEs readers will be glad to pray 
for Dr. Free’s guidance as he carries out 
this project; and it may be that there 
are some who would like to make 
contributions toward the expenses of the 
excavation. Checks may be made out 
to The Sunday School Times Company, 
designated for the “Times Archaeological 
Fund,” and sent to the office of the 
TIMEs at 325 N. 13th Street, Philadel- 
phia 5.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

GOOD approach to this lesson 
A Would be to take Exodus 19:4 as 

text, and, in the light of it, re- 
view Israel’s journeyings, under the direc- 
tion and protection of God, from Egypt 
to Sinai; for it was at Sinai that God 
met His people and established His cove- 
nant with them. 

For this review you will need your 
Bible atlas, with its map showing the 
route of the Exodus. Follow them from 
Rameses, on the Egypt-Goshen border, 
west to Succoth, where they dipped south 
to the Gulf of Suez, the western arm of 
the Red Sea, instead of turning north 
to the coastal route (Exod. 13:17, 18). 
See them “entangled in the land” (chap. 
14:3), between sea and wilderness, and 
Pharaoh with his chariots of war in hot 
pursuit. But Baal-zephon by the sea, 
instead of becoming a trap for the help- 
less people, was God’s door of escape, 
for there the waters divided for them, 
and rolled back upon their pursuing foes. 
Now they were in the wilderness of 
Shur, going in a southeasterly direction 
toward the wilderness of Sin. Read 
about their experiences at Marah (chap. 
15: 22-26), and at Elim’s springs and palm 
trees (v. 27). In the great and howling wil- 
derness God spread a table for His hun- 
gry people (chap. 16), and brought water 
from the flinty rock at Rephidim (chap. 
17:1-7). Here also He delivered them 
from Amalek vs. 8-16), and, after three 
months of journeying, gathered them on 
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the high plateau of Sinai, in the shelter 
of surrounding hills, where He espoused 
them to Himself as a people of posses- 
sion. Here He gave them His Law, as a 
teken and seal that they belonged to 
Him, and that He was their God forever. 

Use this as an occasion to call to mind 
all the way the Lord led you to bring 
you to Himself, and commit yourself 
anew to Him in remembrance of all His 
loving-kindness, 

For a brief, simple study of the jour- 
neys of Israel I would suggest “Egypt 
to Canaan,” by John Ritchie (Loizeaux 
Bros., New York 10; $1.35). For a study 
of the Ten Commandments, I recommend 
the work of R, W. Dale, “The Ten Com- 
mandments,” published by Hodder and 
Stoughton of London. 


Verse by Verse 

Exod. 19:7—“And Moses . . laid be- 
fore their faces all these words.” A 
vivid and startling expression, sugges- 
tive of the clear way in which the Word 
of God should be presented to men. The 
words alluded to are given in verses 4-6, 
words of remembrance and promise, with 
conditions of obedience. 

Verse 8—‘“All that the Lord ~ hath 
spoken we will do.” No doubt a sincere 
commitment, but made without knowl- 
edge, both of the demands of divine holi- 
ness and of the inability of their own 
sinful hearts. 

Chap. 23:1.—“A false report.” That 
is, an empty report, a report without 
foundation in fact. “Put not thine hand 
with the wicked.” Stand alcne in the 
truth rather than make common cause 
with falsehood. 
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Verse 2.—“Thou shalt not follow a 
multitude .. . to wrest judgment.” No 
matter how popular a cause may be, if 
it is not right and just, we must stand 
against it. Popularity is no criterion of 
right. 

Verse 3.—“Neither shalt thou counte- 
nance a poor man in his cause.” Neither 
compassion for the poor nor respect for 
the rich may determine judgment, but 
only justice and truth. Poverty is no 
more a cloak for iniquity than is wealth. 
Favoring the poor may seem noble, but 
not where equity is concerned. 

Verse 4.—“If thou meet thine enemy’s 
ox ... going astray,” the natural thing 
would be to chuckle and pass on, but 
God’s people must not order their con- 
duct on the ground of animosities, but 
on the high principles of righteousness 
and generosity, 

Verse 5.—“If thou see .. . and wouldest 
forbear to help.” The wording of this 
verse is very difficult, but the general 
sense is clear. Even if your impulse is 
to leave your enemy alone with his task 
of unburdening his bogged-down ass, 
you must stifle that harsh impulse, and 
lend a hand. Here are two excellent ap- 
plications of the Golden Rule. 

Verse 6—“Thou shalt not wrest the 
judgment of thy poor.” This is the other 
side of verse 3. 

Verse 7.—“The innocent and righteous 
slay thou not.” The reference is to courses 
of law. A crime committed by some 
notable person must not be laid upon an 
obscure innocent to cover the guilty 
party. God will not tolerate such per- 
version of justice, 
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Verse 8.—“The gift blindeth the wise.” 
For “the wise” read “the seeing,” refer- 
ring to the judges who are expected to 
be discerning. But bribes destroy un- 
biased judgment, and must be refused. 

Verse 9.—“Also thou shalt not oppress 
a stranger: for ye know the heart of a 
stranger.” Their experience in Egypt 
should have given them compassion for 
the foreigner. Sometimes the oppressed 
when catapulted to power become the 
worst oppressors. 

Verses 10, 11.—“And six years... . but 
the seventh year.” The land as well 
as the people must have its sabbath, both 
for the restoration of the soil, and for 
the poor who may eat “that which grow- 
eth of itself.” Read Leviticus 26:32-35; 
Jeremiah 25:11; 2 Chronicles 36:20, 21. 

Verse 12.—“That thine Ox and thine 
ass may rest, and the son of thy hand- 
maid, and the stranger.” Here is the 
charitable aspect of the sabbath, which 
might well be applied to our observance 
of the Lord’s Day. The modern secular- 
ization of the day has robbed many of 
their rightful rest. 

Verse 13.—“And in all things ,. . . be 
circumspect: and make no mention .. . 
of other aods.” Obedience to God’s com- 
mands depends upon our attitude to Him. 
If He is only one of many gods, we shall 
render only divided obedience; if He is 
God alone, there will be no rival for 
our obedience. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Some will say, “Since we are not un- 
der Law, but under grace, why should 
we trouble to study all these Mosaic 
regulations?” Such a question shows a 
grave misunderstanding of what it means 
to be “not under the law, but under 
grace.” Law says, “This do, and thou 
shalt live.” Grace says, “Live, and thou 
shalt do this.” Two great facts emerge 
here. First, salvaticn is not by the works 
of the Law. See Romans 3:20-25; 4:4, 5; 
Titus 3:4-7; Ephesians 2:8, 9. Second, 
the salvation which comes by grace mag- 
nifies the Law and makes it honorable 
by establishing the righteousness which 
the Law demanded and could not pro- 
duce (Rom. 8:3, 4). So now, while we 
are delivered from the curse of the Law 
(Gal. 3:10-13), we no longer look to the 
works of the Law for our righteousness, 
but to Christ, vet we recognize that 
grace is God’s way of fulfilling in us 
what the demands of the Law were im- 
potent to do. As children of God we 
desire to walk after His will. We there- 
fore turn to His Word for directives, and 
then turn to His blessed Holy Spirit for 
enabling. The Mosaic Laws and judg- 
ments and testimonies are part of His 
Word. We shall have little difficulty in 
discerning between ordinances imposed 
for the time then present, and princi- 
ples of equity and righteousness which 
are timeless. For instance, regulations 
concerning slaves will not affect us, but 
the law concerning treatment of an

enemy’s straying ox carries a principle 
all too little applied in Christian circles. 
To be able to sing, “Free from the law,” 
does not mean that we are not obligated 
to obedience, and if obedience is not a 
delight to our hearts, we had better 
question whether we are really children 
of God. A false interpretation of grace 
is responsible for a great lack of sound 
ethics among professing Christians, The 
Psalmist was a man who knew grace 
(Psa, 32:1, 2; Rom. 4:6-8), yet see how 
he magnifies the Law of the Lord (Psa. 
19:7-11). Dr. Wilbur M. Smith asks a 
searching question at the end of this 
lesson in “Peloubet’s Select Notes”: “Is 
there any law in all this code we have 
been studying which a normal man 
would not want others to obey, even if 
he himself chose not to obey?”

The Need for Law. Even before sin 
entered our race, God gave our first 
parents a law in the form of a prohi- 
bition (Gen. 2:16, 17). Once that hedge 
was broken through, man’s sense of 
right quickly deteriorated, and iniquity 
abounded (Gen. 6:5). Henceforth man’s 
conscience needed enlightenment and 
fortifying, even in matters of common 
justice. God’s Law came as a revela- 
tion of how far men had fallen (Rom. 
3:20b), and as a statement of the divine 
requirements. It both revealed guilt 
and demonstrated inability. Hence it 
paved the way for God's salvation in 
Christ (Gal. 3:24) Its value now is 
that of a directive, under the tutorage 
of the Holy Spirit. With the rest of 
the Word of God, it is the Holy Spirit's 
instrument in sanctification. See John 
17:17; Hebrews 8: 10-12. 


Personal Applications 


Use every occasion to recount God’s 
ways with you, and let it stir your heart 
to wonder, love, and praise. 

Let preachers and teachers be careful 
to lay God’s Word clearly before the 
faces of their congregations and classes 
—not a medley of human opinions (Exod, 
19:7). 

The only way to stop an evil report 
is not to utter it (chap, 23:1). 

If you help your friends only, what 
grace have you? Even sinners do that 
(vs. 4, 5). 

Justice is not a market commodity 
(v. 8). 

Remember the rights of others, and 
you will enjoy your own (vs. 10-12). 


Golden Text 

Exod. 19:8—‘“All that the Lord hath 
spoken we will do.” That is a big un- 
dertaking, not to be lightly accepted. It 
is impossible for the natural man, and 
even for the regenerate man in his own 
strength, but “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 
4:13).

“All that the Lord hath spoken we 
will do” (Exod. 19:8).—In verse 4 of 
this chapter, Moses was instructed to 
remind the people of what the Lord had 
done to their enemies, the Egyptians. 
and how He had carried Israel on eagles’ 
wings, and brought them to Himself. In 
other words, they were to recall all that 
God had done for and to them. His rich 
grace had been manifested toward them 
from the Red Sea to Mount Sinai—the 
place where they were now pitched. 

Up to this point God had dealt with 
His people according to the uncondi- 
tional, Abrahamic Covenant (Exod. 2: 
24; 6:3, 4; Psa. 105:41, 42). But now that 
He had brought them to Himself, it was 
to be expected that a new covenant 
would be made with them, this one to 
be conditioned upon their obedience. 
The whole nation would become a 
“kingdom of priests” if implicit obe- 
dience were rendered to Him. 

Upon hearing this, Israel did not say: 
“Thou, O Lord, art worthy of our obe- 
dience; we desire to do all that Thou 
shalt command, but we know ourselves: 
up to this time we have murmured, com- 
plained, found fault with Thee and Thy 
servant Moses. We have attributed 
wrong motives to Thee; we have been 
most disobedient, and unless given Thy 
Spirit, the future will be a repetition of 
the past.” Instead, Israel said, “All that 
the Lord hath spoken we will do.” 

Israel in her self-confidence here re- 
minds us of the Apostle Peter, who said 
to the Lord, “Though all men shall be 
offended because of thee, yet will I never 
be offended.” And even after the Lord 
informed him that he would deny Him 
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three times in less than twenty-four 
hours, Peter still said, “Though I should 
die with thee, vet will I not deny thee.” 
Peter meant what he said, but he did 
not know himself. Doubtless, Israel 
meant to yield perfect obedience to the 
voice of the Lord: but self-confidence is 
not the secret of obedience, but of a 
fall. 

What was the result? Before Moses 
brouwht down the written Law from the 
Mount, Israel had macde—and was wor- 
shiping—a go? of gold! Israel failed to 
become a “kinedom of priests.” One 
family among them—that of Aaron—con- 
stituted the priesthood. All others were 
threatened with death if they presumed 
to officiate as priests! (Num. 3:10.) 

Regardless of * all dispensational 
changes, it will never be right to wor- 
ship idols, to profane the name of the

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lie, to covet that which is my neighbor's; 
but self-confidence in the matter of obe- 
dience is strictly forbidden. Believers 
should say, “We are the circumcision, 
which worship God in the spirit, and 
rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no con- 
fidence in the flesh” (Phil. 3:3). 

At Calvary, God “condemned sin in 
the flesh: that the righteousness of the 
law might be fulfilled in us, who walkk 
not after the flesh, but after the Spirit” 
(Rom. 8:3, 4). There is a great differ- 
ence between “by us” and “in us.” An 
illustration which I borrow from J. T. 
Mawson will make this difference clear. 

We are at a boarding school for boys, 
and at 6.30 on a dreary December morn- 
ing, the school bell clangs insistently. 
It says, “Get up, get up,” and one hun- 
dred sleepy boys slip reluctantly from 
their beds. They hate the sound of that 
bell at that hour, and obey its command 
with great reluctance, and only because 
they must. The law of the school is 
fulfilled by them, not because they love 
it, but from fear of the consequences of 
disobedience. But at noon on that same 
day that same bell rings again, and its 
ring is just as much a command as it 
was in the early morning, but how dif- 
ferent is the sound of it to those same 
boys! It is now as pleasant to them as 
before it was hateful; they have been 
longing to hear it for more than an hour, 
and everything is dropped with which 
they are engaged, and a rush is made to 
the dining room. 

The command of the dinner bell is 
fulfilled in them, for there is that in 
them that gives an instant response to 
it. If the righteousness of the Law is 
to be filled in us, there must be in us a 
nature that responds to it. In our natu- 
ral, unregenerated state, we had no such 
nature, and we did not and could not 
please God. But now, having believed 
the Gospel, we are “in Christ Jesus.” 
And the “law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus” can make us “free from 
the law of sin and death,” so that we 
may delight now in the Law of God after 
the inward man, and find a power in 
the Spirit to fulfill it. The Law said, 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God,” and 
we do love Him, for He has first loved 
us. He has commended “his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.” 

The command to love Him is not griev- 
ous; but we delight in it, and as we live 
in the love of God, just as the lark lives 
in the sunshine, we enjoy the liberty 
of the Christian life; we know what it is 
to be on the wing, set free, and our lives 
will be full of the praise of God, and 
of good works toward our neighbor. 

“And thou shalt take no gift [bribe]” 
(Exod. 23:8).—This portion of our lesson 
demands that a spirit of grace, consid- 
eration, and even compassion be mani- 
fested toward all. A clear line of de- 
marcation must be kept between them 
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and everything false. There was to be 
no acceptance of bribes. 

The newspapers have been filling col- 
umns with details of the Harry Gross 
case. They call him the “kingpin 
bookie”; and say he was doing a $20,000,- 
000 gambling business yearly. He is ac- 
cused of giving one million dollars a year 
in bribes to eighteen policemen. When 
he refused to testify, the case against 
the policemen was dropped. If all the 
evils resulting from the giving and 
accepting of bribes in the U.S.A. were 
fully exposed, the general public would 
stand aghast!

AP ey fellows, you are looking today, 
in this lesson, upon a dark period of 
Israel’s history. It was when they came 
to Mount Sinai and were placed under 
the Law. They thought they could keep 
the Law, and confidently told Moses, 
“All that the Lord hath spoken we will 
do,” but the record shows that they mis- 
erably failed. It is called the “fifth dis- 
pensation,” and lasted about fifteen hun- 
dred years—from Exodus 19:8 to Mat- 
thew 27:35 when Jesus died on Calvary 
and paid the penalty of the Law for us. 
Then began the period of Grace, in which 
we are now living. 

No man could keep the Law perfectly, 
and James 2:10 tells us, “For whosoever 
shall keep the whole law, and yet offend 
in one point, he is guilty of all.” So it 
was necessary that we should have a 
Saviour. 

There is a picture of the Law in “Pil- 
grim'’s Progress,” where  Christian’s 
friend, Faithful, tells him of his experi- 
ence by the way: “When I got half 
way up the hill I looked back and saw 
one following me, very fast, and he over- 
took me. ,.. As soon as the man came

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up with me (he was very powerful) it 
was but a word and a blow, and he flung 
me to the ground as dead. When I came 
to I asked why he dealt with me thus, 
and he answered, ‘Because that in thy 
heart thou dost cleave to Adam the 
First!’ and with that he struck me an- 
other fierce blow as I tried to rise, and 
I lay again unconscious upon the ground. 
Again after a while I roused up and, 
seeing him still crouching over me, I 
begged him for mercy, but he gnashed 
his teeth and shouted, ‘¥ know not how 
to show mercy!’ and the third time he 
struck me. And he no doubt would have 
made an end of me right there, but One 
came and bade him stay his hand.” 

“And who was that?” asked Christian. 

“I did not know at first, but as He 
passed on, I saw holes in the palms of His 
hands and scars upon His brow; and I 
felt very sure that it was the Lord Jesus, 
But He disappeared, and likewise my 
enemy had fled, so I went on up the 
hill.” 1 

“That one who set upon you was 
Moses,” said Christian, “he spares not, 
nor does he know how to show grace to 
those who break the Law.” 

Fellows, no matter how high our pur- 
pose, nor how brave our efforts, at best 
we fail. Here is a boyhood experience 
I will never forget. My mother wanted 
a shelf on the back porch, and I was 
suddenly inspired with a noble ambition 
to provide it for her. Did I not have a 
toolbox, given to me on the Christ- 
mas tree? Why couldn't I make and in- 
stall that shelf for Mother? With a 
Fibber McGee assurance, I set out upon 
the task.

My Class of Girls

AST week we learned how Israel was 

finally and forever freed from Egyp- 
tian slavery. They had known for 
months that God was going to deliver 
them, so they had ample time to get 
ready. 

They marched out of Egypt in an or- 
derly manner, carrying their supplies of 
food and water. However, by the third 
day, their water was gone. Harriet will 
tell us how God supplied them with 
water in three different places: Marah, 
Elim, and Horeb. The experience of the 
Israelites at Marah is a type of the way 
God makes bitter things sweet to us by 
reminding us of that tree, our Saviour’s 
cross. We also enjoy, at times, the sweet 
rest they found beside the wells of Elim. 
The rock in Horeb teaches us another 
beautiful lesson. The Israelites had been 
complaining, and deserved to be pun- 
ished, but they were not smitten. God 
told Moses to smite the rock instead. 
The Lord Jesus took the punishment that 
we deserved and now blessings flow out 
to us which we do not deserve. 

Now Doris will tell us how God sup- 
plied the Israelites with food. God's 
supply of manna never once failed in 
forty years! No human supply could 
have been as certain and as ample as 
God’s provision was. 

Three months after the Israelites left 
Egypt, they came to the wilderness of 
Sinai, which is part of the section called 
Horeb. Horeb means “the mountain of 
the dried-up ground,” and those who 
have been there say that it is very well 
named. Sinai means “the mountain of 
the thorn,” and thorns are about the 
only vegetation on its rocky and forbid- 
ding sides. Israel encamped in the des- 
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ert valley next to Mt. Sinai. Tourists 
who have been there in recent years say 
that this place is a sort of natural out- 
door temple, so huge that it must have 
made the greatest edifices of Egypt seem 
to the Israelites like toys in comparison, 
There are about four hundred acres of 
comfortable standing-ground directly in 
front of Mt. Sinai, surrounded by dark, 
jagged cliffs suggesting walls, and the 
deep blue sky above for the roof. 

While the Israelites were at Sinai, God 
called Moses up into the mount to talk 
with him. Exodus 19 records Moses’ 
going up three times to receive a mes- 
sage from God, and coming down three 
times to deliver it to the people. The 
first time was to tell the people that if 
they would obey God, they would be 
His special treasure. Verse 8 gives the 
people’s answer. Read it. It sounds very 
nice, but the trouble was that the Is- 
raelites did not realize the sinfulness 
of their own hearts though they had 
already behaved badly over the shortage 
of food and water. The second message 
Moses had to give them was to get ready 
to hear the laws of God. They must 
be clean inside and out, but even so they 
were not to get close to the mount. It 
was to be roped off so that neither man 
nor beast could come near when it was 
sanctified by the presence of the Lord. 

What did the people see on the third 
day as they looked at the mountain? 
Exodus 19:16-19. (A thick cloud, pene- 
trated frequently by lightning, fire, and 
smoke.) What did they hear? (Thun- 
der and a very loud trumpet.) 

Then God called Moses to come up 
again, and charged him to go down once 
more to warn the people that they must 
not come near the mount. Moses thought 
this unnecessary, because he had already 
warned the people and had set bounds 
around the mountain. But God sent him 
back to warn them again anyway. It 
was hard for Moses to realize how slow 
people are to understand that sinful man 
is unfit for the presence of a holy God. 
There are those today who still have 
not learned this! They think they can 
come to God, ignoring their sins. But 
this cannot be done. Jesus said, “No man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me.” 
We dare not stand before God until our 
sins have been taken away. 

Chapter 20 gives the Ten Command- 
ments. Say them together. After the 
Israelites had heard God utter these 
Commandments with the voice of thun- 
der and had seen the lightning, fire, and 
smoke, they drew back as far as they 
could from Mt. Sinai, saying to Moses, 
“Speak thou with us, and we will hear: 
but let not God speak with us, lest we 
die.” So Moses drew near to the thick 
darkness where God was. There God 
gave him statutes to give to the Israel- 
ites. We are going to read some of them 
in Exodus 23:1-13. After we have read 
this passage, I will ask each of you to 
reread the verse which impressed you 
most and to tell why it impressed you.

IX hundred thousand men, perhaps 

two million people in all. What a 
crowd of people! Don’t you suppose they 
needed some rules to get along together? 
Only thirty people in a schoolroom have 
to have some rules, don’t they? Sup- 
pose some came at 8.30, and others at 
10 o’clock, and still others didn’t come 
at all. Suppose any boy could “sass” 
the teacher. Suppose the mean girl goes 
arcund pinching others anytime she feels 
like it. Yes, even in a small family, 
there have to be rules for getting along 
together. Baby mustn’t tear up your 
books. You have to wash dishes. Mother 
gets the meals. There are bedtime rules. 
Fathers and mothers know best, so they 
make the rules in the home. Teachers 
know best, so they make rules at school. 
God knows best, so He made rules for 
His people. The people thought they 
were good rules and promised to keep 
them (Exod. 19:7, 8). 

I am sure you know some of the rules 
There are two about worshiping God. 
(As a pupil quotes correctly a Command- 
ment, he may be assigned to copy it 
on page two of the Exodus scroll.) There 
are two about respect for two of God's 
things (His name and His day). There 
is one for children, and one for hus- 
bands and wives. There are four for 
everybody. Now see if we can get them 
in just the right order. 

Here are some other rules that maybe 
you did not know were in God’s rule- 
book. 1. Don’t tell a story that may not 
be true. Fanny says: “I don’t think 
that new girl looks like a good girl. 
I bet she steals things.” And soon every- 
body in Grade Five is telling around 
that Carolyn is a thief. Of course, no- 
body wants to play with her. And all 
the time Carolyn is as honest as any girl 
in Grade Five. It all started with 
Fanny’s “I think” and “I bet,” when she 
really didn’t know.

For Primary Teachers

OU might begin this lesson by giv- 

ing each child a sheet of paper and 
a pencil. Let them draw their own pic- 
tures of the two tables of stone on which 
the Commandments were written. Then, 
after giving them a few minutes, have 
them put down the pencils and listen 
to the story. God told Moses to come 
up into the mountain with Him, and God 
spoke to Moses and gave him all the 
rules for the Children of Israel, so they 
would know what He wanted them to 
do. Moses was up in the thick cloud 
on the mountain with God for forty days 
and forty nights. 

When you go to school, the teacher 
tells you things you must not do, and 
she also tells you what you should do. 
Those are the rules of the school. If 
you obey those rules, you please the 
teacher, but if you disobey, you are pun- 
ished. God was teaching the Israelites 
just as the schoolteacher teaches you. 
He told them what they should do and 
what they must not do. There were a 
great many of those rules or laws, or 
sometimes we call them Commandments, 
Most of them we do not remember, but 
most of us know the rules that are called 
the Ten Commandments. 

The first five: Commandments tell us 
how to treat God. The first one says 
we must have no other gods before Him. 
Second, we must not have any idols to 
which we bow down. Third, no swear- 
ing, taking the name of the Lord in 
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vain. Fourth, the Sabbath that God had 
made as a covenant between Himself 
and Israel forever, was to be kept. The 
fifth is one every child should heed,

are gone out into the world. Hereby 
know ye the Spirit of God: Every spirit 
that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh is of God: and every spirit 
that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is 
come in the flesh is not of God: 
and this is that spirit of antichrist, 
whereof ye have heard that it should 
come; and even now already is it in the 
world” (1 John 4:1-3). To confess “that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh” in the 
sense of this context means to recognize 
Him as God manifest in the flesh, the 
unique Son of God, and to confess Him 
openly as one’s own personal Saviour. 
In the first chapter of his Epistle, John 
says, “If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we lie, 
and do not the truth” (1:6). If a man 
lives “more like a heathen” than a Chris- 
tian, he cannot expect men to believe 
that he is a Christian. James says, 
“Faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone. . . . But wilt thou know, 
O vain man, that faith without works is 
dead?” (Jas, 2:17, 20.)

Liquor’s Mad Intent To Create Serv- 
icemen Drinkers.—What Christian can 
but gasp at the fact that liquor makers 
have actually established a direct and 
official relationship with the U.S. mili- 
tary forces that insures them freedom 
to supply beer to our young boys at the 
front and even in camps at home! This 
despite all the letters from frantic par- 
ents and character-building organiza- 
tions to protect these soldiers from such 
temptation. Dr, Harvey J. Thompkins, 
Chief of the Psycho-Neurotic Service of 
the Veteran’s Administration, stated, on 
February 2, 1948, that ten per cent of 
all World War II patients discharged in 
1947 entered Veterans Administration 
facilities with a primary diagnosis of 
alcoholism. But this fact seems to have 
no restraint on the mad intent to cre- 
ate new servicemen drinkers. 

But this is not all. Our states are 
boasting of liquor revenue through taxa- 
tion. Yet who actually pays the liquor 
bill? An article in the Union Signal 
tells this story: “A thirty-year-old 
drunk, who pays no direct taxes in his 
community, cost the city of Indianapolis 
a $1,420 hospital bill for 243 days in the 
city hospital and 11 clinical visits, Total 
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return to the city in imposed court costs 
was $15, At least in this instance it cost 
the community $94.66 for every dollar 
received in court costs. In addition, it 
took the time of several policemen and 
the time and equipment of courts and 
police force for at least part of twenty 
working days.” How gullible we are! 


It Can Be Done.—‘“The solution of 
the alcohol problem would be well 
within the range of the present genera- 
tion, if a few reasonable and practical 
things could be achieved, as follows: 

1. If all liquor advertising were abol- 
ished—as it was for thirteen years, 
throughout the United States of America, 

2. If all intelligent persons, knowing 
the inescapable influence of personal ex- 
ample, should frown upon social drink- 
ing— 

3. If every state in the United States 
would make as searching, exhaustive, 
and completely unbiased a study of tax- 
ation and its relation to alcoholic bev- 
erages and other evils, as has Massa- 
chusetts, and would act upon its findings. 

4. If the tragic experience of countless 
mothers and fathers, and the zeal of 
Christian leaders, could be enlisted in 
a movement to undertake and maintain 
thoroughgoing education on the alcohol 
roblem, of children at every school age 
evel, and of adults through adequate 
presentation of the facts.

When To Teach Abstinence.—Teach 
abstinence to the child before he enters 
the first grade of school. 

Re-enforce that teaching continually, 
and redouble the emphasis when the 
boy or girl goes to high school. It is 
then that the pressure to drink becomes 
heavy.

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men whose living depends upon a keen 
eye and steady hand, let alcohol severely 
alone?

If so, why do abstainers have less sick- 
ness than drinkers? 

“Alcohol lengthens life.” 

If so. why do many insurance com- 
panies charge a lower premium to total 
abstainers? 

“Alcohol brightens life.” 

If so, why are the darkest and dirtiest 
places always where drink shops are 
most numerous? And why are the worst 
crimes, the most brutal assaults, and the 
most terrible murders always mixed up 
with drinking? 

The fact is, alcohol is a mocker—prom- 
ising one thing and giving another—and 
whosoever is deceived by it is not wise.

Two Strikes.—The narcotics trade was 
dealt a heavy blow by Jackie Robinson, 
outstanding Negro athlete. Addressing 
a crowd of teen-agers in spots in Brook- 
lyn where dope rings are strong, Jackie 
said: “The kid who takes dope has as 
much chance of survival as the swimmer 
who fights a strong current wearing 
handcuffs. The dope addict’s fate is even 
worse. A social outcast, his future is 
mired in the physical and moral wreck- 
age of his own doing.” Jackie declared: 
“Judges should show no mercy with a 
man who wrecks ‘the lives of whole 
arthies of children. The narcotics ped- 
diet eats at the social structure like 
cancer.” 


Prohibition Asked in Iran.—Iran soon 
will become legally a nation of teeto- 
tallers, like neighboring India and Paki- 
stan, if a two-year battle by a group of 
prominent legislators succeeds. They 
have signed a resolution calling on the 
government to prepare a bill outlawing 
the general use of intoxicants in Iran. 
The deputies said Islamic Iran should 
abide by the precepts of the Koran, 
which calls alcohol “unclean and filthy.” 
Most of the country’s social evils stem 
from indulgence in “ungodly” drink, 
they said. One of the deputies recently 
Tead a letter from leading clergymen to 
the lower house calling on the speaker 
to insure that “this weapon of wicked- 
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ness and iniquity” be removed from the 
hands of the people. This deputy also 
suggested that Iran’s representatives at 
Lake Success, Nasrollah Entezam, raise 
the question in the United Nations and 
find a means to outlaw internationally 
“this instrument of impiety and vice.” 


Were You Asked?—It is strange that 
usually, when polls are taken on the 
question of prchibition, they are not 
taken among churches, groups of educa- 
tors, or workers in missions and neigh- 
borhood houses. The results of the polls 
would be too disappointing to the liquor 
people if taken among such groups.

Thank God and Take Courage 
(Acts 28:1-20)

HIS week’s topic has been suggested 

by a sentence in the Scripture por- 
tion that tells of Paul’s journey under 
Roman guard to Rome, and of his ship- 
wreck and deliverance. Having landed 
at the port of Puteoli, the centurion in 
charge of the prisoners brought them 
by road to Rome, and on the way, Paul 
was met by some of the believers at 
Rome who journeyed southward to meet 
him. It was on the occasion of this meet- 
ing that we learn, according to Acts 
28:15, that Paul “thanked God and took 
courage.” 

ge 

It is important to notice that although 
Paul had been delivered from death by 
drowning, his future was still far from 
certain. He was on his way as a con- 
demned prisoner to appeal his case to 
Caesar, and he had no assurance that 
Caesar would listen to him impartially 
or would exercise righteous judgment in 
his case. In spite of Rome’s excellent 
code of laws, Paul knew that, humanly 
speaking, the whim of a wicked ruler 
might send him to his death. 

Yet, when he saw the believers who 
had come down from Rome to meet him, 
he thanked God and took courage. What 
for? Was it merely for the human 
friendship and fellowship evidenced by 
the Roman believers? Paul’s Letters 
show clearly that he valued friendships 
and companionships, but there was some- 
thing more that brought forth his 
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thanksgiving and increased his courage, 
and this, too, is seen when you read care- 
fully through Paul’s Epistles. It was his 
constant joy over the Lord’s working 
in the hearts of others. He had been 
in communication with the Roman Chris- 
tians before this, and perhaps he had 
even been instrumental in winning some 
of them for Christ. Now he sees them 
face to face, and is encouraged by and 
thankful for their testimony and their 
willingness even to be despised for fel- 
lowshiping with a prisoner. 
we 
Paul was seeing with his own eyes 
those to whom he had written, “I thank 
my God through Jesus Christ for you 
all, that your faith is spoken of through. 
out the whole world. For God is my 
witness, whom I serve with my spirit in 
the gospel of his Son, that without ceas- 
ing I make mention of you always in my 
prayers; making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a prosper- 
ous journey by the will of God to come 
unto you. For I long to see you, that 
I may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be established; 
that is, that I may be comforted together 
with you by the mutual faith both of 
you and me” (Rom, 1:8-12). Do you 
ever take time to thank God for His 
working in other hearts and lives? 
ve 
We may learn from Paul’s Letters an- 
other great truth about thanksgiving. It 
is found in Ephesians 5:20, where Paul 
admonishes the Ephesian Christians to 
give thanks, “always for all things unto 
God and the Father in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” It is not difficult 
to understand the need for thanksgiving 
for God’s blessing and favor, but it is 
quite another thing to recognize even 
in the hard and difficult things and the 
unpleasant things that He permits to 
touch us a cause for thanksgiving. It 
is not that we are, Pollyanna-like, to 
shut our eyes to the trials of life and try 
to make ourselves think that they are 
pleasant. Rather it is a disposition of 
heart and mind as children of our 
Heavenly Father, to see in everything 
that comes to us some needed lesson 
and some fulfilling of His purposes for 
us. Paul practiced just this sort of 
Christian faith. He wrote to the Philip- 
pian Christians concerning some of his 
trials, “But I would ye should understand, 
brethren, that the things which happened 
unto me have fallen out rather unto 
the furtherance of the gospel; so that 
my bonds in Christ are manifest in all 
the palace, and in all other places; and 
many of the brethren in the Lord, wax- 
ing confident by my bonds, are much 
more bold to speak the word without 
fear” (Phil, 1:12-14). 
ye 
Still another great truth in the mat- 
ter of thanksgiving should not be over- 
looked. To be acceptable to God, our 
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thanksgiving must begin with the Lord 
Jesus Christ, God’s Son. There are some 
who seem to think it is enough to be 
reasonably grateful for material bless- 
ings. But while such thanksgiving may 
be morally commendable, God cannot 
accept it from those who reject His own 
Son, and thus show their ingratitude 
for His unspeakable gift, the Lord Jesus 
Christ (2 Cor. 9:15). 
ye 

Finally, we need to be reminded that 
thanksgiving is not a matter of one day 
in the year. “By him [Christ] therefore 
let us offer the sacrifice of praise to God 
continually, that is, the fruit of our lips 
giving thanks to his name” (Heb, 13:15) 
Thanksgiving should be a day-by-day, 
year-round sacrifice. One of the signs 
of the last days is unthankfulness (2 
Tim, 3:2). Let us see to it then, as fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus, that we are 
not conformed to this world by any such 
attitude that accepts God's daily bless- 
ing and provision, through our knowl- 
edge of His Son as our Saviour and Lord, 
and yet fail to be continually grateful 
by word and deed.

(Standard Pub, Co., Cincinnati 10; $1.) 
With the four pages of stencils found 
in this book, ¢omplete scenes of “The 
Shepherds and the Angels,” “The Nativ- 
ity,” “The Good Shepherd,” “Jesus 
Blessing Little Children,” “Daniel in the 
Lions’ Den,” “Joseph’s New Coat,” and 
others, may be readily made by repeat- 
ing some of the figures. Following each 
page of stencils is a blank page of heavy, 
colored construction paper and at the 
back of the book are eight blank pages 
of white drawing paper. If the stencils 
are traced on the colored paper they 
may be cut out and used on blackboard, 
flannelboard, poster, or on construction 
paper of a contrasting color. If they 
are traced on the white paper they may 
be colored by the children and used to 
form scenes or as plaques to decorate 
walls, windows, or furniture; or they 
may be framed. They should be shel- 





lacked for such use. The book, which 
also contains instructions for its use, 
has twenty-four pages and measures 
10x13 inches: it is large enough that the 
individual figures are a nice size—

welcome source of entertainment and 
instruction for their children. 


Short Course of Bible Study. By Nor- 
man Olsen. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $2.) The aim of 
this book is a worthy one, and its very 
title will have a strong appeal to many. 
Dr. Robert P. Schuler writes the Intro- 
duction, paying tribute to the author 
and the blessing that has attended his 
Bible-teaching ministry. 

It is a source of real disappointment, 
therefore, not to be able to commend the 
book unreservedly. These sixteen studies 
have in them much that is helpful, and 
it is obvious that their author loves the 
Word. But along with the Biblical 
teachings here, there is a strange mix- 
ture of human speculation, which is 
given the same authority as the Scrip- 
tural doctrines themselves. A host of 
instances of this tendency could be cited. 
On what Biblical authority does the 
author cite seven great truths that he 
claims the people before the Flood knew? 
(p. 19.) The chronology of the year be- 
fore the Flood, which Mr, Olsen quotes, 
apparently with approval (pp. 24, 25), 
is strange indeed. Among other things, 
it shows that the ark rested on Mt. 
Ararat on April 17, 2347 B.C., and that 
Noah first released the dove on July 11 
of the same year, while dry land ap- 
peared on September 1, and Noah left 
the ark on October 27! 

According to the author, Noah’s intoxi- 
cation was “unintentional,” and “he may 
have been the first to discover the in-

These things are not 
presented as speculations, but as settled 
truth, 

How does Mr. Olsen know that the 
baby Moses was put “at a place in the 
River Nile reserved for the private use 
of the king’s daughters”? (p. 47.) And 
was it “in the darkness of the night” 
that Christ was transfigured? (p. 124.) 
On what Biblical authority does a writer 
say, as though it were definitely taught 
in the Word of God, that Christ delayed 
in going to the bedside of Lazarus for 
four days “because of a Jewish tradi- 
tion that when one died, death did not 
become an actual fact until the fourth 
day”? (pp. 127, 128.) 

These are but sample quotations, and 
many more of the same kind could be 
given. There are numerous typograph- 
ical errors, and other obvious faults in 
editing (cf. the confusion of the names 
of “Josiah” and “Isaiah” on p. 86). The 
frequent references to the author’s charts 
are rather frustrating, since they are not 
reproduced in the book. All in all, it can 
only be said that the author has a most 
worthy purpose, which is very inade- 
quately carried out in his book. 


The Shorter Oxford Bible. Abridged 
and edited by G. W. Briggs, G. B. Caird, 
and N. Micklem. (Oxford University 
Press, New York 11; $1.85.) The authors 
argue for a shorter Bible on the ground 
of economy, and of utility for study. 
They have rearranged the Scriptures ac- 
cording to their own chronology,. and 
introduce the various sections with ex- 
planatory notes. For the most part, the 
Authorized Version is used. 

The introductory notes and the ar- 
rangement indicate the Liberal bias of 
the editors. While they give an empha- 
sis on sin and the need for atonement, 
and the fulfillment of that need in Christ, 
they also proceed on the assumption of 
the documentary theory of the Penta- 
teuch, the partition of Isaiah (four or 
more authors), a late date for Daniel, 
and a denial that Christ’s ascension was 
“a physical ascent into the sky.” 

Beyond these details, there is the 
larger question as to whether a “shorter” 
Bible does not leave too much to the 
fallible judgment af human editors. 
Since the Bible is God’s Word written, 
the plea for shortening it on the ground 
of economy seems very weak. 


Paul’s Spiritual Autobiography. By the 
Rev. John H. Pickford, B.Th. (Evangel- 
ical Pub., Toronto, Can., $1.50.) There 
will probably be no end to the making 
of many books on the life and letters 
of the great apostle, but this devotional 
commentary on the Epistle to the Philip- 
pians is a most refreshing contribution 
to such literature. Mr. Pickford has 
packed a lot of practical inspiration into 
this little book of 125 pages. The Rev. 
J. B. Rowell of Vancouver writes in the 
Foreword: “Not only do I heartily en- 
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dorse and recommend this _ choicely 
phrased devotional exposition, but I pray 
the Lord to make it a blessing to many, 
and to bless the copies I intend ob- 
taining to pass around among my own 
friends. May our Heavenly Father bless 
this book and the writer of it.” 

The Introduction makes it clear that 
the Epistle to the Philippians is defi- 
nitely autobiographical. “Having a mid- 
night vision of perishing souls, without 
a midday vision of the gracious and glo- 
rious Saviour is meaningless.” “Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” was 
followed in natural sequence by the 
soul-stirring cry, “Come over and help 
us.” The visit and the Letter to the 
Philippians which followed have blessed 
Europe and all the world. 

The many subheadings within the 
nineteen chapters are keen and sugges- 
tive and aid one’s memory, For instance, 
chapter ten, “Exhausting Oneself,” cov- 
ers Philippians 2:12-16. The topics are, 
“Letting Up or Letting God,” “Whining 
or Shining,” “Holding Out or Holding 
Forth.” Another series covering Philip- 
pians 4:4-9 is equally suggestive—‘Be 
Joyful,” “Be Gracious,” “Be Prayerful,” 
“Be Peaceful,” “Be Mindful.” And the 
author shows real discernment for these 
days, by the following, “Previous fusions 
of religious bodies have brought con- 
fusion instead of union. Great truths 
essential to our Christian faith have 
been discarded, and Christ has been 
‘sold out’ to a social gospel.” 

The rare quality of this book comes to 
a climax in the last chapter, “Heavenly 
Reserves,” commenting on the last seven 
verses of the Epistle. In the last para- 
graph we read, “We leave with a cheque 
fully made out to cover all our needs 
now and hereafter. All it needs is to 
be endorsed and presented when need 
arises. Let us cash in on God’s strength,”

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “He shall serve 
him fer ever.” The duties of masters 
and servants are laid down in the Scrip- 
tures. They are all just and equal and 
not to be ignored. Some of these illus- 
trate the higher (spiritual) service. In 
the case of the servant who had his ear 
pierced, as a mark of life-long devotion 
to his master, we have a case in point.

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “Another man’s 
field.” Property rights of others must 
be considered sacred. Trespassing on the 
property of others is wrong.

The old-fashioned Biblical virtue of jus- 
tice must early be instilled in little 
minds. The Word of God on this duty 
must be stressed. Render unto all their 
dues.

Under the Law we can receive 
only condemnation, for all have sinned: 
but under the covenant mentioned in 
Hebrews 10:16, we become heirs to the 
blessings purchased in the redeeming 
work of Christ (Heb. 9:12-28). Pray for 
Arizona Bible Institute, P. O. Box 1028, 
Phoenix, Ariz.
